The Town of Didsbury is say¬ 
ing "Not in my back yard," and 
they are putting up the money to 
back it. 

Council unanimously voted to 
support a "well drafted appeal" by 
Carrington-Woodland Property 
Owners Association who are go¬ 
ing full steam to fight an intensive 
livestock operation to be built near 
Bowden along the Red Deer River. 

"We receive our drinking water 
from the Red Deer River and from 
that residents can draw their own 
conclusions," said town chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer, Evan Parlia¬ 
ment. 

The council received a request 
to put forth 50 cents per capita to 
help fund the Association's legal 
battle that is being taken to the 
Provincial appeal court to stop 
the hog operation. The total dol¬ 
lar value of the commitment is in 
the range of $1776. The money 
will be taken out of the town's 
water reserves. The towns of Olds, 

Crossfield, Penhold and Innisfail 
have also committed to a per capita 
support. 

"The fear is not that the water 
would be contaminated, the fear 
is the higher cost of treating the 
water which would drive up cost, 
which would eventually drive up 
utility bills," said Parliament.

“I’m going to try to spend it wisely,” said Margaret Nielsen, when she picked up her 
cheque for $100,000 Feb. 9 after matching all six numbers playing The Plus on the Jan. 31 
draw.

“I really didn’t know how much it was worth. I thought maybe $2,000,” she said. 

After the retailer reassured her she was a winner, she then told Nielsen that her ticket 
was worth $100,000. 

“I tried to maintain my cool. I didn’t want to draw attention to myself.” 

Nielsen also found she had to calm the retailer down when she noticed her excitement 
was drawing a crowd.

Criminal record checks 

Board corporate secretary, 
Terresa Dersch, asked the board 
to amend a policy that requires 
criminal record checks for board 
employees be submitted "within 
a timely fashion" alter date of 
employment. She explained that 
"timely fashion" is not specific 
enough and some employees are 
taking far too long to submit 
them. She suggested that the 
board amend the clause to say 
"...within 30 of the date of hir¬ 
ing." A motion was made and 
carried unanimously. 

The board also discussed how 
it is handled if a criminal record 
check comes back with some¬ 
thing on it after hiring the indi¬ 
vidual. Dersch explained that 
she makes a judgement call of 
whether or not it is serious 
enough to bring to the Superin¬ 
tendent or the board. For in¬ 
stance something as minor as 
too many speeding tickets would 
probably be overlooked, but any¬ 
thing more severe would not. 
Many members of the board said 
they felt it was an uneasy situa¬ 
tion to have one person making 
a judgement call and discussed 
some alternatives. The discus¬ 
sion was postponed to another 
day pending further investiga¬ 
tion. 

$10,000 contributed 

Board members agreed to con¬ 
tribute $10,000 towards a tech¬ 
nology preparation coordinator. 
The so-called Tech. Prep pro¬ 
gram used to be funded through 
provincial education, however 
the funding has now ceased and 
all the members of the Central 
Alberta Regional Consortium 
have been asked to put forward 
a share of the $60,000 it costs to 
fund the program. The motion 
was approved in principle only 
pending approval of other por¬ 
tions by other boards. The pro¬ 
gram has been used by Olds 
High School and Riverglen, how¬ 
ever assistant superintendent 
Lyall Tompson said it is avail¬ 
able to any school who wishes to 
try it. 

"I think it would be a good 
project to continue," says Olds 
trustee Anne-Marie Brown. 

Purchasing power 

A new purchasing system will 
be piloted in five to eight 
Chinook's Edge schools from 
now until the end of June. The 
Procall Management Pilot is a 
purchasing agent for individual 
schools. Assistant Superintend¬ 
ent Lyall Tompson says there is 
a 40% savings ability on sup¬ 
plies such as paper, books, and 
school furniture and the deliv¬ 
ery time is one to two days. The 


cost of the system to the site- 
based decision making schools 
will be 10% of the actual cost of 
the items purchased. 

"We estimate that will be less 
than we are paying now with 
our own purchasing agent," said 
Tompson. He added that if in¬ 
terest in the service grew to 
other schools, the board could 
extend their contract beyond 
June. 

Trustee Deb Cousins said 
what she like most about the 
company was that whenever 
possible, Procall uses Alberta 
based products. The motion to 
sign a three month trial period 
contract was passed unani¬ 
mously. 

Terms of reference re¬ 
viewed 

The board reviewed the terms 
of reference for the various com¬ 
mittees within the board struc¬ 
ture. Trustee Anne-Marie 
Brown, who sits on the finance 
committee, said she would like 
to see that particular meeting 
10 per year as opposed to four 
as outlined in the terms of refer¬ 
ence. "Finance is very impor¬ 
tant... more meetings would 
give everyone a better handle 
on the budget," said Brown. 

Other trustees pointed out 
that there was a clause stating 
four meetings per year and "as 
required." Penny Archilbald 
said that gave leeway to have 
more meetings if necessary but 
didn't set anything "in stone." 
Trustee Deb Cousins said she 
would be happy to compromise 
at six meetings per year. She 
made a motion for an amend¬ 
ment, however it was defeated 
by a vote of 6:2. The motion to 
carry the terms of reference as 
originally stated, with four 
meetings, was carried with Deb 
Cousins and Anne-Marie Brown 
opposed.

She says that the town 
is currently spending money on 
items or services (that she would 
not specify), that she believes 
are out of the town mandate in 
these areas and that money 
could be saved instead of rais¬ 
ing fees. 

Parliament says the bylaw 
will come back to town council 
at their next meeting on Mar. 3 
for re-examination. If at that 
time, there is still opposition, it 
can be overruled.

The Garrington-Woodlands 
Property Association argues 
that testimony by experts was 
not heeded when they told the 
appeal board that such an op¬ 
eration along a high risk flood 
plain would contaminate drink¬ 
ing water downstream.

Renovations planned at Complex

The Multi-Purpose Room at the Memorial 
Complex is exactly that- multi-purpose. And, it is 
for that reason that town council has decided to 
upgrade the highly used facility. 

Council unanimously approved renovations 
and enhancement projects at their Tuesday meet¬ 
ing. 

"It always had to be done,” says town chief 
administrative officer Evan Parliament explain¬ 
ing that the need for renovations has been around 
for some time. 

An estimate and scope of work evaluation was 
presented to town council through the Commu¬ 
nity Services Department in April of 1997. Since 
then, the department has further investigated 
the possibilities. 

An informal meeting with users of the facility 
has been scheduled to get input on what is 
needed. However, Parliament explains there are 
two things that are definite, kitchen enhance¬ 
ments, and better acoustics. Other proposed ides 
include providing a separate entrance and wash¬ 
rooms, enhancing the lighting and improving 
the heating system. 

The Multi-Purpose Room hosts a variety of 


functions, among them, cabarets, banquets, 
breakfasts, craft and art shows, karate tour¬ 
naments and theatre presentations. 

Although there is no firm dollar figure 
placed on the project, there is approximately 
$45,000 in Community Facility Enhancement 
Project (CFEP) grants left in the town's pro¬ 
vincial grant account. To access CFEP grant 
money provided by the province, the town who 
owns the complex will have to put up matching 
dollars, which they have indicated they are 
willing to do. 

It is expected that the improvements would 
attract a broader scope of users, and therefore 
increase revenues that are earned by the town. 

In the presentation provided to council 
town engineer, Wes Yeoman stated, "Informa¬ 
tion received from these usergroups will offer 
our department the additional insight needed 
to take further steps towards our vision and 
the community's vision of an improved and 
more functional facility." 

Coun. Vance vanDam said he strongly sup¬ 
ported speaking to the user groups and he 
made the motion for council to support the 
project. It was passed with a unanimous vote.

Klein government targets Alberta's Infrastructure needs

Alberta enjoyed a strong eco¬ 
nomic year in 1997, and that 
strong year, combined with five 
years of solid fiscal manage¬ 
ment, has given this govern¬ 
ment the fiscal flexibility to 
tackle the pressures of a grow¬ 
ing economy. 

It's because of the province's 
strong economic growth that 
Provincial Treasurer Stockwell 
Day announced that $260 mil¬ 
lion of the 1997-98 provincial 
surplus would be used for infra¬ 
structure needs. The new dol¬ 
lars are a one-time spending 
opportunity targeted to meet 
the pressures of a rapidly grow¬ 
ing economy. 

The details of this one-time 
spending on infrastructure are 
as follows: 


$100 million has been allo¬ 
cated to Education’s basic capi¬ 
tal funding to relieve pressing 
capital needs in Alberta schools. 
These dollars will be used to 
deal with increases in student 
enrolment, new technology pres¬ 
sures and school building re¬ 
pairs. 

$20 million is designated to 
Advanced Education and Ca¬ 
reer Development for a Knowl¬ 
edge Network initiative to sup¬ 
port post-secondary institutions 
use of new technology to im¬ 
prove students access to learn¬ 
ing resources. 

$40 million is dedicated to 
make sure medical equipment is 
Year 2000 compliant as an¬ 
nounced by Halvar Jonson Feb. 
8 . 

$100 million is earmarked 


Dog's life worth more than rape victims

I have had enough of the conditional sen¬ 
tences being handed down by our courts 
today. 

Last week alone we saw two conditioned 
sentences that said clearly that a rape victim 
has less worth than that of a dog. 

On Jan. 30, a 37 year old man was sen¬ 
tenced to go to jail for 60 days for the execu¬ 
tion style killing of his family dog. While on 
Jan. 26, a Quebec court Judge Monique 
Dubreuil sentenced two dangerous rapists to 
serve an 18 month community sentence in 
their homes, after brutally raping an 18 year 
old woman. 

I can't believe that two violent rapists 
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won't serve one single minute of jail time. 
What kind of message does this send to this 
poor woman and to all victims of crime? 

Our Justice Minister keeps talking about 
how the Appeal Courts will rectify the 
situations caused by conditional sentenc¬ 
ing. Well, the judges in the Alberta Court 
of Appeal have condemned conditional sen¬ 
tencing stating that improperly used or 
skimpily drafted, it will undermine respect 
for the law. 

The Justice Minister can't rely on the 
appeal courts to clean up the mess caused 
by this legislation. It is clear that it must 
be repealed so that no more insulting 
sentences can be handed down. 
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for Transportation to acceler¬ 
ate the multi-laning of the 
North-South corridor and main¬ 
tain infrastructure in munici¬ 
palities.

Producers cannot access in¬ 
formation how the appointed 
directors spend producer dol¬ 
lars. We cannot know how 
much the physical fitness in¬ 
structor is paid or how many 
extra-charges were deducted 
from final payments because 
the Board did not 'orderly mar¬ 
ket.' We cannot know how many 
producer dollars were spent on 
hotel suites, luncheons and bar 
tabs. My guess is the Board 
would be embarrassed if pro¬ 
ducers discovered how many of 
their dollars were spent on 
frills.

Second, all the 
screaming and howling in the 
House by Liberals that single 
moms and their children are 
living below the poverty line is 
rhetoric. An example, a single 
mom with two children earn¬ 
ing $27,000 gross income 
called. 

She asked for help because 
instead of allowing an equiva¬ 
lent to spouse deduction for 
single parents, Revenue 
Canada refused.

Supporting FVPS 


Dear Editor, 

Recent provincial news 
headlines clearly portray VLT's 
as an increasingly heated issue 
that demands the attention of 
all. 

As the Social Credit candi¬ 
date for Olds-Didsbury-Three 
Hills during the 1997 provin¬ 
cial election, I feel it is impor¬ 
tant that the public be aware of 
where we as Socreds stand on 
the issue of VLTs. 

One issue currently being de¬ 
bated is the source of various 
government grants. Having 
done some searching it is my 
understanding that all incom¬ 
ing government revenues go 
into the same general revenue 
pool and from there are dis¬ 
bursed to the various govern¬ 
ment funded programs and/or 
grants. It would constitute an 
administrative nightmare to 
keep all incoming revenues in 
separate accounts according to 
their source, or to trace every 
community grant dollar back 
to its source. It is unfair to tell 
groups accepting community 
grants that they are primarily 
from VLTs, since grant money 
could come from any number 
of revenue sources. 

Even if it were the case that 
lottery funds went directly into 
grants there are ample funds 
generated from lotteries other 
than VLTs to cover community 
grants. The provincial govern¬ 
ment netted $147 million in 96/ 
97 from lottery tickets alone. 
They gave out about $123 mil¬ 
lion for community grants. 
(Canada West Foundation) 

Many forms of gambling can 
be addictive but it would ap¬ 
pear that VLTs are the "crack 
cocaine" of the gambling indus¬ 
try because of their accessibility 
and for the escape from reality 
they offer. Many businesses and 
business leaders in Calgary are 
joining the campaign to petition 
for a VLT plebiscite because they 
know you can't spend the same 
dollar in two places. If it is spent 
on a VLT it can't be spent on 
family necessities such as food, 
clothing and household bills. 

Proponents ofVLT s maintain 


that "studies show that the per¬ 
centage of gambling addicts is 
the same as it was before there 
were VLTs. 

Unfortunately...there are no 
such studies. The latest govern¬ 
ment study is from 1993.” 

Research indicates that fam¬ 
ily members tend to hide the 
existence of an addiction within 
the family. It is a societal embar¬ 
rassment to admit such a prob¬ 
lem. You may have neighbours 
down the street suffering from 
VLT addiction and you might 
never know it (until the family 
hits rock bottom). 

VLTs are a provincial respon¬ 
sibility. The Tories introduced 
VLTs, regulate them and reap 
the bulk of revenues generated. 
It is wrong to dump the respon¬ 
sibility of a VLT plebiscite onto 
municipalities. Alberta Social 
Credit has for two years advo¬ 
cated a province-wide plebiscite. 
(A Social Credit Government 
w mid get rid of VLTs since they 
simply are not conductive to fam¬ 
ily integrity) 

As most people are aware the 
Tory leadership thus far has ada¬ 
mantly refused to conduct a prov¬ 
ince-wide plebiscite. This puts 
town and city council members 
in the uncomfortable position of 
having to publicly take a stand 
on an issue that is none of their 
doing. 

The Tories did not ask the 
Alberta public if they wanted 
Las Vegas style VLTs in the first 
place. Now that Albertans have 
had a chance to observe their 
social affects over the last few 
years they should be given a 
chance by the provincial govern¬ 
ment to have a direct voice on 
the issue. 

The real question is "does 
the government trust the peo¬ 
ple of this province to give it 
direction on these social issues 
or not?" 

Voice your concerns to your 
government representatives 
and express your desire for a 
province-wide plebiscite on 
VLTs. It's not too late...yet.

To our delight and amazmement that conversation brought us face to face with an 
untimely anniversary... to the day! 

It seemed almost uncanny that afternoon, as we perused the old, fragile and wrinkled 
first pages of that paper.

I'm afraid I can't say that I write to her on a 
regular basis, but when I do I know that she appreciates 
my efforts. 

Ideally I would 
return the garbage to the rightful owner, but this is 
rarely possible, and I suppose introduces an element of 
mean spiritedness that we would rather not encourage in 
the movement. Put the garbage in a garbage can and if 
you are following a kid who is peeling caramels and 
throwing the paper on the street, smile nicely at his 
mother while you cuff his little ears. Sorry, I don't seem 
to be completely in the kindness mode yet. I need more 
practice. 

When we are having dinner in a nice restaurant and 
someone is wearing a baseball cap and leaves it on for his 
entire meal, I am intensely irritated. One evening last 
summer, Ralph and I were having dinner when a family 
came into the dining room. Mom, Dad, two sons and a 
daughter; the kids were all in their early teens. Dad and 
the boys were wearing ball caps and I groaned inwardly. 
As they took their seats, they all removed their caps. I 
was delighted and when we got up to leave, I stopped at 
their table and said to the mom, "you have a lovely family 
and I want you to know that we appreciate the men 
removing their caps." Her face lit up in a beautiful grin. 
I'll bet she had told those kids fifty times to remove their 
caps and for once she was totally vindicated. I felt pretty 
good too. 

Give a little more, rather than a little less, overlook 
small hurts, rise above petty quarrels, look for the good 
in a situation and then build on it. Wouldn't the world be 
a happier place if we practised random acts of kindness 
and senseless acts of beauty all year round? I think it’s a 
great idea and I hope its time has come.

Crimewatch: how it became 
a part of my life in Didsbury 


Editors note: Henry Kuelker is 
a long time resident of Dids¬ 
bury who came to this country 
from Germany when he was 
young. He has recently been 
working on compiling a series 
of short stories about his life 
and world travels. Read on to 
enjoy one of his pieces.

Due to growing incidents of 
crime about 20 years ago, crime 
watch groups for farmers and 
ranchers were formed here in 
Alberta. The members of these 
crime watch groups are con¬ 
nected through a phone-out com¬ 
puter at the local RCMP station 
and can quickly be asked to 
assist in solving crimes or be 
warned if con-artists are work¬ 
ing in the district. It is also 
helpful when farmers look out 
for each other and record li¬ 
cense plate numbers or any¬ 
thing strange in the district. A 
few years back I benefited from 
the system in the following way. 

On a Sunday morning, as we 
were driving to church we saw 
the front half of one of our 
heifers lying in the roadside 
ditch. It looked like somebody 
had taken the back half along 
for steaks. After church I saw a 
Mountie cruising around town. 
I felt sorry for him because his 
pickings among law-abiding 
churchgoers were slim, so I in¬ 
vited him to check out the re¬ 
mains of the heifer. 


The local vet did a post- 
mortum and found that the 
heifer had died from a 22 bullet 
at close range in the brain. 
Chances of catching the butcher 
were next to nil from the evi¬ 
dence left behind. 

That afternoon my neighbour 
phoned and said, "Henry I heard 
you are missing half a heifer. I 
was stopped by some 
men asking direc¬ 
tions to Calgary last 
night shortly before 
12 o'clock as I came 
home with a load of 
grain from the com¬ 
bine. They stank of 
booze so I took their 
license number 
down." 

My neighbour is 
of the same mind as myself, that 
Sunday is for God, family, visit¬ 
ing and resting, and therefore 
had stopped his harvest work 
and was on his way home for a 
well-earned rest. The RCMP 
checked out the license number 
and found the other half of my 
heifer hanging in the man's ga¬ 
rage. 

Three months later on a very 
cold, windy winter day, the 
butcher and his skinny, shiver¬ 
ing wife came 100 km from Cal¬ 
gary to Didsbury for their court 
appearance. Their old beat-up 
pick-up truck had one side win¬ 
dow fixed with cardboard. The 
other windows had a thick layer 
of frost on them, evidence that 


the truck's heater had not made 
their ride towards justice a pleas¬ 
ant one. 

The butcher claimed that he 
had been hunting with his 14- 
year-old son and when they came 
past our pasture he mistook one 
of our heifers for a moose and 
shot it. 

Their lawyer had phoned me 
a few days earlier 
to ask the value 
of the heifer and 
gave me a cheque 
of $450 in court. 

Thejudge gave 
the thief a $500 
fine and repri¬ 
manded him for 
taking his 14- 
year-old son 
along on his 

crime trips. 

At the end, the RCMP officer 
addressed the bench and asked, 
"Your Honour, what shall we do 
with the confiscated meat?” 

His Honour looked at the 
expensively dressed and well- 
fed lawyer, then at the criminal 
couple who were skinny and 
shivering, and ruled that the 
meat be given to them because 
they had paid enough for it. 

Not wanting to be outdone 
by the soft-hearted judge, I 
bought them a coffee before they 
went in their icebox back to 
Calgary. After all, if they be¬ 
came hungry again, they would 
not likely pick on a farmer who 
had bought them coffee.

MAINTAINING YOUR EYEGLASSES 


Maintaining your eyeglasses 
in good condition can have 
benefits both for your vision 
and your bank account. Here 
are some hints on how to keep 
them in tip-top shape. 

When you put eyeglasses on 
or off, use both hands and hold 
them by the temples. Try not 
to pull the temples outward. 

Never lay glasses on a 
surface with the lenses down. 
Do this often enough, and 
you'll have scratches across the 
center of the lenses. Instead, 
lay them on the temples or pul 
them in the case. 

Dirt can easily collect 
around the rims of the lenses. 
It's easy to remove with an old 


toothbrush and warm, soapy 
water. With plastic lenses, 
always wash the dirt and grit 
off BEFORE wiping with 
paper or cloth. 

Yet no matter how careful 
you are, the glasses may 
become crooked and mis¬ 
aligned. You should return for 
proper frame adjustment (or 
replacement) to avoid discom¬ 
fort and visual disturbances.

Time for a new recipe to entice your family to have breakfast and make 
it FAST ! These pita pockets are great for a carry-along breakfast - just 
poach an egg in the microwave and stuff it into the pita pocket. You could 
also slip some grated cheese in the pocket and zap it for 30 sec. for a quick melt. While you’re 
getting breakfast ready, You could also get lunch ready in another pita pocket. So, next time 
you’ve got some free time on the weekend or an evening( yes, I know I’m dreaming...), bake up 
a batch of pita pockets! 

Oven-F’resh Pita Pockets 

3 3/4 c. flour 1 1/3 c. water 1 tsp. salt 

1 Tbsp. canola oil 1 pkg. active dry yeast Cornmeal 

1. Combine 1 1/2 c. flour, salt, yeast, and sugar in a large bowl. 

2. Heat water and canola oil in a 1 quart saucepan over medium heat until very warm. 

3. Beat liquid into dry ingredients with an electric mixer at low speed. When mixed, increase 
speed to medium; beat 2 min. while scraping bowl. 

4. Stir in enough flour to make a soft dough. 

5. Knead dough on floured surface until the dough is smooth and elastic - 5 min. 

6. Shape into ball and place in a greased bowl, turning over to grease top. Cover; let dough rise 
in a warm place until doubled - about 1 hour. 

7. Punch down dough; turn onto floured surface. 

8. Cut dough into 6 pieces; let rise 30 min. While waiting, sprinkle 3 ungreased cookie sheets 
with cornmeal. 

9. On floured surface, roll each piece of dough into a 7" circle. 10. Place 2 circles on each cookie 
sheet. Cover with a towel and let rise 45 min. or until doubled in height. 11. Preheat oven to 475F 
and bake 8 - 10 min. or until pitas are puffed and golden brown. ***Makes 6 pocket breads or 12 
halves.

We have some wonderful 
old farm machinery on dis¬ 
play at the museum, some of 
it outside on the grass, 
painted in the original col¬ 
ours, some of the pieces are 
in the hallways as you walk 
through the museums, but 
the bulk of it is in the Agri¬ 
culture Exhibit on the sec¬ 
ond floor. 

Today I will tell the story 
of the ‘Walking Plow.” This 
one’s in the display room 
upstairs. It was brought from 
Roland, Manitoba in 1901 by 
Alex McNaughten, probably 
for his own use to plow the 
land. 

What a way to plow. The 
strength it must have taken 
to push this through the 
untilled soil behind a team of 
horses in the 1900s. 

We see the large machines 
working the land today and 
it makes us wonder how our 
pioneers were able to get their 
crops in. The rugged deter¬ 
mination of these men and 
women of the turn of the 
century are a credit to our 
land, this young Western 
Prairie forger from the land 
of the buffalo and the coyote. 


Then after they go their crop 
in, they still had to face the 
same hazards farmers face 
today; draught, flood, early 
frost, insects, and all the 
other hazard Mother Nature 
throws at the farmer every 
year. 

Seeing this old ‘Walking 
Plow I have a much greater 
respect for the slice of bread 
I had for lunch. Don’t you? 

I think a farmer like 


McNaughten and his plow are 
the real pioneers of this land, 
him and his kind farmed the 
bread Basket of Canada. 

Next time you pass a farmer 
getting his land ready, thin 
about the pioneers, who I am 
sure must have coined the 
phrase “Ne-cessity is the 
mother of inven-tion.” They 
had many loner hours to think 
up ways of improving the 
‘Walking Plow.”

To lease or not to lease

Back in the early 80’s a few farm machinery 
companies introduced leasing and made it popular, 
partly because they were able to make use of the 
capital cost allowance themselves. Today, leasing 
may be more popular than ever, especially for cars 
and light trucks. 

What’s driving the popularity of leasing? Un¬ 
der what circumstances should you consider leas¬ 
ing? How can you evaluate the terms of a lease and 
how can you compare leasing with buying? 

In theory, leases are either “capital” or “oper¬ 
ating” leases. Capital leases are normally longer 
term (three or more years) and are intended as 
alternatives to financing. Operating leases are 
short term leases or rentals where there is no 
intention to purchase the asset. Operating lease 
payments are directly “expensed” and are fully 
deductible. 

Machinery and vehicle leases seem to be a cross 
between the two types. They may be long term and 
intended as alternatives to financing, but as long as 
the repurchase price (sometimes called buyout price 
or residual value) is a reasonable estimate of fair 
market value, Revenue Canada allows “expensing” 
the regular payments. If the lessee automatically 
gets title, is required to buy, or has the option of 
buying at a price less than fair market value, Rev¬ 
enue Canada may disallow the lease. 

There are three questions that should be askt»d 
when trying to evaluate any business decision, and 
this applies to those involving leases. The questions 
are: 

Is this profitable? In other words, will I make 
money doing this? In order to evaluate the profit¬ 
ability of leasing compared to buying, it must be 
assumed that the asset will be purchased at the end 
of the lease. Using a process called “capital budget¬ 
ing” or “discounted cash flows,” it’s possible to 
evaluate the series of cash payments required in 


each case. If you’re interested in this type of 
analysis, contact your local farm management 
specialist. Note that the answer to this question of 
profitability is not dependant on the financial 
situation of the potential purchaser or lessee. 

Can I afford it? This question is one of financing 
and cash flow. Where will I get the money to finance 
this asset? Do I have to borrow? At what interest rate? 
Can I make the payments on borrowed money? This 
question is easier for some people to answer than 
others. If cash is tight, you should be regularly pro- 
jectingyourcash requirements for at least 12 months 
ahead. This will help you decide if you can afford the 
asset (and also to convince your lender). Lease pay¬ 
ments may look attractive, especially if there is a 
trade-in, but problems may arise at the end of the 
lease period. In effect, you may end up using the 
equity in your trade to keep your lease payments low. 
As a result, you may not be able to afford to finance the 
purchase of the original leased machine or the signifi¬ 
cantly higher payments on a new lease. I call this the 
leasing-cash flow trap. 

Do I really want to do this? Does leasing fit with 
your goals and your lifestyle? For instance, a leased 
vehicle has restrictions on the kilometres you can 
drive without penalty. Your options will also be lim¬ 
ited if you want to get out of the lease early. Pride of 
ownership is another issue which may stop some 
people from leasing. 

The popularity of leasi ng may have more to do with 
cash flow and convenience than it does with profit¬ 
ability. The process of applying for a lease is often 
simpler, a smaller down payment may be needed and 
no other security is required. Leased machinery 
usually won’t show up on financial statements or 
affect existing relationships with creditors. On the 
other hand, leases may have a higher effective inter¬ 
est rate than a corresponding purchase/finance op¬ 
tion. In some cases, the attraction of less hassle and 
lower payments may convince some people to lease, 
only to find their options severely limited at the end 
of the agreement. 
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Premiers warn of C-4 
consequences 


The federal government is 
ignoring warnings from two 
provincial premiers about the 
consequences of legislation 
that would allow crops to be 
added to the Canadian Wheat 
Board (CWB) monopoly. 

On Feb. 4, the Coalition 
Against C-4 released letters to 
Prime Minister Jean Chretien 
from Alberta Premier Ralph 
Klein and Manitoba Premier 
Gary Filmon which are critical 
of the so-called “inclusion 
clause” in Bill C-4. 

Premier Filmon warned the 
clause sends an “inconsistent 
signal” to Canada’s trading 
partners. 

“I have great concern over 
the inclusion clause of Bill C-4, 
as it embodies the antithesis of 
what Canada has already ac¬ 
cepted with regard to free 
trade,” said Filmon. 

Premier Klein objected to 
Ottawa’s unilateral extension 
of federal powers “in areas of 
serious provincial concern.” He 
said the threat that crops such 
as oats, rye, flax, canola and 
their products could be added 
to the monopoly will under¬ 
mine industry confidence. 

‘We do not welcome federal 
legislation which could damage 
the growth of this industry 
through creating uncertainties 
and concern with our custom¬ 
ers and investors,” said Klein. 

“Such federal legislation, 
without the involvement of 
provinces and their partner¬ 
ship role is a serious matter of 
serious concern to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Alberta.” 

Coalition members are in 
Ottawa this week to lobby MPs 
as Parliament reconvenes.

And they say the premiers’ let¬ 
ters are indicative of the depth 
of opposition to Bill C-4 in West¬ 
ern Canada. 

“It’s impossible to find a 
farmer or a farm organization 
with anything positive to say 
about this Bill,” says coalition 
member Larry Maguire, Presi¬ 
dent of the Western Canadian 
Wheat Growers Association 
(WCWGA). 

‘We really question where 
the momentum is coming from 
when the legislation is so uni¬ 
versally unpopular,” he said. 

“The government claims the 
Bill allows farmers to control 
the CWB,” says coalition mem¬ 
ber Curtiss Egert of the Cana¬ 
dian Canola Growers Associa¬ 
tion. 

“If the government is seri¬ 
ous about giving farmers con¬ 
trol, it should start by allowing 
them input into the legislation 
they will have to live with,” 
Egert said.

Bulletin 

At a glance: 

The CWB has invited mem¬ 
bers of the recently-formed 
Committee to End Secrecy at 
the Canadian Wheat Board to 
Winnipeg to meet with the 
CWB’s senior management 
team and its external auditors, 
Deloitte and Touche. The com¬ 
mittee has raised unfounded 
concerns about the CWB’s fi¬ 
nancial practices and credit 
grain sales program. 

The CWB, in partnership 
with the Canadian agriculture 
industry, is holding its seventh 
Grain World conference in 
March. Grain World ’98 is 
Canada’s premier agricultural 
outlook event, covering the 
market outlook for grains, 
oilseeds, special crops and red 
meats from both a Canadian 
and an international perspec¬ 
tive. The conference will be held 
March 1 to 3 in Winnipeg at the 
Lombard Hotel. 

Effective Feb. 10, the 
1997-98 initial payments for 
durum wheat will be increased. 
Initial payments will increase 
by $15 per tonne for Nos. 1-4 
Canada Western Amber Durum 
(CWAD) wheat. Cheques will 
be mailed to farmers on Feb. 
20. 

The Canadian International 
Grains Institute (CIGI) is hold¬ 
ing a Producer-Consumer Qual¬ 
ity Requirements course in Win¬ 
nipeg this week, Twenty farm¬ 
ers from across the Prairies are 
participating in the course to 
learn more about the impor¬ 
tance of quality and the quality 
requirements of international 
grain buyers. 

The CWB is hosting another 
“Go with the Grain” tour this 
week. Thirty-eight farmers, pri¬ 
marily from the Weyburn and 
Estevan areas, will be in Win¬ 
nipeg from Feb. 11-13 to visit 
various grain industry organi¬ 
zations, such as the Canadian 
Grain Commission, the Winni¬ 
peg Commodity Exchange and 
the CWB. The “Go with the 
Grain” tours provide farmers 
with a first-hand look at the 
grain industry in Winnipeg. 

From elevator to port: 

For the week of Feb. 2-8, rail 
car unloads for the six major 
grains totalled 3,453 (target: 
3.300) at Vancouver, while rail 
car unloads at Prince Rupert 
totalled 1,284 (target: 1,080). 
At Thunder Bay, unloads 
totaled 541 cars (target: 350). 
Unloads exceeded targets in all 
cases. 

Primary elevator space aver¬ 
aged 22% space across the Prai¬ 
ries last week. Manitoba eleva¬ 
tors averaged 26% space, Al¬ 
berta elevators averaged 19% 
space and Saskatchewan eleva¬ 
tors averaged 20% space. 

Potpourri: 

With the capability to export 
over five million tonnes of grain 
per year, the Prince Rupert Grain 
Terminal has the highest annual 
export capability of any elevator 
in Canada with the ability to clear 
grain. Grain can move to dockside 
at the rate of 4000 tonnes per 
hour. The terminal, located at 
the Port of Prince Rupert, opened 
in 1985. 


Top 10 Alberta agriculture facts 

Agriculture in Alberta contributes considerably to the provincial economy. The important facts and figures of agriculture and value-added 
agri-food products in the province are often, unfortunately, not known by most Albertans. 

The following ten fact answer a few of the questions Albertans may have about Alberta’s agriculture industry. 

1. The value of farm cash receipts gives a good picture of how Alberta’s farmers and ranchers are doing. The value is updated by Alberta 
Agriculture, Food and Rural Development’s statistics and production economics branch throughout the year. The value of farm cash receipts 
for 1996 totalled $6.39 billion. That’s an increase of 8.5% from 1995’s total of $5.89 billion. Alberta ranks second in Canada for farm cash 
receipts, just behind Ontario at $6.61 billion and ahead of Saskatchewan at $5.44 billion. 

2. The processing industry also had a record breaking year in 1996. Food and beverage shipments for 1996 were at an all time high of $6.84 
billion. That’s an 8% increase from 1995 ($6.33 billion). 

3. The agriculture industry in Alberta is growing at a rate that out-strips most of the other major industries in the province. Alberta’s 
potential for continued growth is very encouraging. 

4. The industry needs help identifying new value-added market opportunities. Alberta Agriculture, Food and Rural Development is 
prepared to help Alberta producers in this area. The department recently announced a $35 million investment in a new value-added 
corporation. 

5. Agriculture creates jobs. Alberta Agriculture has estimated that industry growth will create close to 100,000 new jobs in both the 
primary and processing sectors over the next seven years. 

6. Alberta Treasury statistics show that agriculture creates more jobs per investment dollar than either energy or education. For every 
$100,000 invested in agriculture and related industries, 2.6 jobs were created. 

7. Agriculture is the third largest employer in the province. One in three Albertans is employed either directly or indirectly in the 
agriculture industry. 

8. Alberta has more cattle than any other province in Canada. On July 1, 1996, there were more than five million head of cattle in the 
province. Alberta also has Canada’s third largest hog population. 

9. Alberta began a new-look crop insurance program in 1997. On average, farmers will pay 25% less for their premiums. The federal and 
provincial governments have assumed a larger share of the premium and risk for basic coverage. 

10. Alberta was expected to lead the country in economic growth in 1997. The provincial economy was forecast to grow by 3.6% in 1997, 
compared with 3% for Canada as a whole.

over the background noise, the noise is probably loud enough to 
damage your hearing. Most farm equipment produces harmful 
levels of noise, and because farmers use this equipment at regu¬ 
lar intervals the risk of hearing loss is great. Research has shown 
hearing loss to be greater in the farming community than in the 
non-farming community of the same age. 

While 85 decibels (dB) is the average acceptable noise level for 
an 8 hour day, safe exposure time must not be exceeded without 
hearing protection, and a 3 dB increase halves the maximum 
daily exposure time. While machinery is the main cause of hear¬ 
ing loss, with some tractors producing 99 dB at the operators 
platform, a swine confinement at feeding can produce 121 to 133 
dB. Any sudden loud sound can permanently damage hearing, for 
example a 270 Winchester makes 141 dB. 

Wear hearing protection even if the noise level is at or below 85 
dB, turn radios off, because the volume needed to hear the music 
over a background noise of 70 dB (tractor) is the greater threat, 
and keep the windows and doors closed on tractor and combine 
cabs. Repair or replace mufflers, replace worn, loose or unbal¬ 
anced machine parts to reduce vibration and grease bearings to 
reduce friction noise.

Northern Pike numbers need additional protection 


Northern pike are among 
the most popular game fish in 
Alberta. However, over the 
last ten years, angler catch 
rates for northern pike have 
declined nearly 50%. Older, 
large specimens are scarce in 
most lakes and juvenile pike 
are frequently absent from 
angler catches. 

Ty Lund, Minister of Al¬ 
berta Environmental Protec¬ 
tion, today announced plans 
to conduct an intensive re¬ 
view of the status and man¬ 
agement of Alberta's northern 
pike populations. 


"We are committed to devel¬ 
oping sound management 
plans for all of Alberta's major 
game fish species," said Lund. 

"Management plans have al¬ 
ready been developed for bull 
trout, golden trout, walleye, 
lake sturgeon and Arctic gray¬ 
ling. A management plan for 
northern pike is now our high¬ 
est priority." 

During the months of Feb¬ 
ruary and March, a series of 
public workshops will be held 
across the province to gather 
information leading to a new 
management strategy for 
northern pike.

The government and 
stakeholder representatives on 
the Northern Pike Management 
SteeringCommittee will use pub¬ 
lic input to develop recommen¬ 
dations that will be submitted 
to the Minister. Changes to the 
sportfishing regulations for pike 
are anticipated for 1999. 

"Fishing is one of the most 
popular outdoor activities en¬ 
joyed by Albertans," said Lund, 
"but it is important that we 
protect our fish populations for 
future generations. If that 
means reducing harvest, then 
that is what we will do.” 

The Northern Pike Manage¬ 


ment Steering Committee en¬ 
courages Albertans to get in¬ 
volved in the review of the north¬ 
ern pike fishery taking place 
through the early spring. Indi¬ 
viduals can obtain more infor¬ 
mation or register to attend a 
workshop by calling toll-free 1- 
800-361-9362. 

Funding for the northern 
pike review is provided by Al¬ 
berta Environmental Protec¬ 
tion; the Alberta Conservation 
Association; and the Alberta 
Commercial fisherman's Asso¬ 
ciation.

Where have all the 
Jackfish gone? 


Have you noticed that Fish¬ 
ing for northern pike is not like 
it used to be? The big "water 
wolves" seem very few and far 
between. Even the "hammer 
handles" appear to be more dif¬ 
ficult to catch these days. This 
is not your imagination and 
your angling skills are likely as 
sharp as ever. Recent biologi¬ 
cal and harvest data from north¬ 
eastern Alberta indicate a sig¬ 
nificant problem with the north¬ 
ern pike fisheries. An angler 
pressure hundreds of times 
higher than other provinces 
and subsequent over-fishing of 
Alberta's lakes has reduced 
most pike populations to very 
low levels. 

Alberta’s extremely high an¬ 
gler pressure can be attributed 
to a greater number of anglers 
(approx. 300,000) compared to 
the other Prairie Provinces 
(200,000 each) in combination 
with the meagre 800 Alberta 
lakes containing sport fish. 

There has also been sub¬ 
stantial lakeshore development 
and convenient access to fish¬ 
eries throughout the province. 
Lakeshore development often 
results in the destruction of 
pike habitat. Destruction of this 
habitat detrimentally affects 
both the survival of young pike 
and the total number of pike 
the lake can support. 

Notable changes in the catch 
rate, average age, average size 
and age of sexual maturity are 
indicators of the state of a pike 
community. Catch rates for 
pike have declined an average 
of 85% from the 1960s. For 
example, an angler at Kehiwin 
Lake in 1969 would have to 
fish approximately 2.5 hours 
to catch a pike. At the same 
lake in 1995 however, it would 
take approximately 25 hours 
to catch a pike. 

Biological factors also sug¬ 
gest serious declines in pike 
fisheries. Most sampled 


populations currently have low 
densities and few different age 
classes. These populations are 
far less resilient to natural dis¬ 
turbances and become more 
vulnerable to excessive harvest. 
Catch rates of pike larger than 
4.5 pounds (2kg) are typically 
less than one every 300 angling 
hours. Adult pike are being 
harvested before they can at¬ 
tain older ages and larger sizes. 
In most of the northeastern 
lakes we have recently sam¬ 
pled, adult densities are so low, 
recruitment of young pike has 
failed. This has occurred for 
several years, even in lakes 
where water levels have not 
seriously dropped. 

Many of the northern pike 
populations in the northeast 
boreal region have collapsed 
and require a high degree of 
protection. Very few meaning¬ 
ful management options are 
available. Inevitably, harvest 
must be reduced dramatically. 
The harvest of pike must be set 
to a level that the populations 
can handle while recovering 
to, and maintaining themselves 
in a healthy state. This also 
requires maintenance of the 
habitat necessary for these fish 
to survive. 

During the winter of 1998, a 
Northern Pike Task Force will 
travel throughout Alberta and 
consult with anglers, commer¬ 
cial fisherman, outfitters and 
other concerned groups. The 
status of the sport fisheries for 
pike will be discussed and the 
remaining management op¬ 
tions will be presented. The 
public will recommend the man¬ 
agement plan they believe is 
best suited to recover the pike 
populations and maintain the 
fisheries. In 1998, an Alberta 
northern pike recovery and 
management plan will be devel¬ 
oped. Subsequent sport fishing 
regulations will be implemented 
during the spring of 1999.

2 between Calgary and 
Edmonton is recorded by 6:30 
a.m. in Calgary, Edmonton and 
Red Deer. A local report for 
other centres is available at 
7:30 a.m.
